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From the Gon Chair... 


As the Chair of Torcon, I’ve been trav- 
elling to many conventions in recent 
months. Through shared experiences, 
I’ve come to realize that there are two 
universal convention constants: 


e No matter how prepared you think 
you are, there is always something 
you will leave behind. 


e No matter how many questions you 
anticipate you will be asked, the 
most frequent and first is always: 
So, what are your hotel rates like? 


Hotel rates. We are now working to 
finalize hotel rates with our current 
four contracted hotels, and are half- 
way through that process. We will 
know the rates prior to Con Jose, all 
going well (and it is going extremely 
well). The rates will be comparable to 
recent past Worldcons. 


Tell us what you think. With the Con 
Structure in place (details on page 5), 
we are moving ahead with booking 
and scheduling. Please let Torcon 
know what you would like to see and 
do at the Con. There are many oppor- 
tunities outside of the general con that 
we could look into with sufficient 
advance notice. 


For example, there is an extremely 
good chance that the Toronto Blue 
Jays will be playing home games just 
before, during, and after the conven- 
tion. We have the opportunity to 
request hotel rooms that overlook the 


playing field, access to four sky boxes 
and a reception room overlooking the 
playing field, as well as the possibility 
of bulk ticket purchases --provided 
people are interested and express an 
interest early so that we can reserve 
accordingly. Due to the fan influx from 
the US for games, the hotel rooms 
overlooking the field get booked very 
shortly after the schedule comes out 
at the end of this year.

For those who attended ConA- 
dian in 1994, you may remem- 
ber that it also hosted the 
Canvention. 


Torcon will be submitting a bid pro- 
posal to this year's Canvention Busi- 
ness Meeting to be considered for 
the 2008 site. It would be an opportu- 
nity to add toTorcon’s goal of show- 
casing Canadian Science Fiction 
Talent to the international fannish 
community. 


Canvention is the annual national sci- 
ence fiction event held in conjunction 
with other Canadian conventions on 
a rotation basis. The Canvention nor- 
mally alternates between conven- 
tions in Western Canada and 
Eastern Canada. A Canadian con- 
vention interested in hosting the Can- 
vention submits a bid proposal to the 
Canvention the year prior to the pro- 
posed Canvention. The Canvention 
business meeting reviews the pro- 
posals and a decision is made for the 
following year’s location. Preference 
is given to Canadian science fiction 
conventions. As an existing Canadian 
convention hosts a Canvention, a 
Canvention’s dates are not set. It can 
be held any time during the year. 


The primary function of a Canvention 
is to administer and present the Auro- 
ras (annual Canadian national sci- 
ence fiction and fantasy awards), as 


well as to hold the annual the Cana- 
dian Science Fiction and Fantasy 
Association (CSFFA) business meet- 
ing. Constitutional restrictions restrict 
voting to Canadian citizens, not nec- 
essarily living in Canada, and to per- 
manent residents. 


This year's Canvention will be held in 
conjunction with ConVersion 19 in 
Calgary, Alberta (www.con-ver- 
sion.org/), August 9-11, so we will 
know by Con José if Torcon3 is suc- 
cessful in its Canvention bid. It 
should be kept in mind that Torcon3, 
regardless of whether it is granted 
the Canvention, will be having events 
that focus on and showcase Cana- 
dian talent. This will be achieved 
through, and not restricted to, panels, 
literary readings, signings, videos, 
films, and displays. As Canvention 
and the Auroras are part of Cana- 
dian’s science fiction and fantasy cul- 
ture, they still will be a part of 
Torcon3 even if the 2003 Canvention 
and Aurora Awards are not.

Tax (GST), special taxes on food and liquor in restaurants, and a room tax on 
visitor accommodation. We will have more information atTorcon, but here’s a 


quick summary to get you started. 
As a visitor you will be charged: 


e GST -- the federal Goods and Services Tax of 7%. This applies to most 
goods, purchased gifts, food/beverages, and services, including hotel and 


motel accommodation. 


e PST -- the Ontario provincial sales tax of 8% applies to any goods you buy, 
but not on services or accommodation. 


e Room Tax -- a 5% provincial tax (in place of PST) on most tourist accommo- 


dation charges, as well as the 7% GST. 


e Food Service -- In restaurants, 7% GST and 8% PST will be added to the 
food portion of your final bill, as well as... 


e Liquor Service -- a provincial tax on alcoholic beverages (10%, in addition to 


the 7% GST). 


Now pay attention: if you’re only visiting, you can get some of that back! 


GST Refunds 


Visitors from outside Canada may 
claim a refund of the federal GST 
(Goods and Services Tax) on accu- 
mulated purchases of a minimum of 
$200, provided that each receipt is at 
least $50 in goods before tax and that 
the goods are taken out of Canada 
within 60 days of purchase. GST 
charged on hotel and motel accom- 
modation is also eligible for refund, 
provided that the stay in each hotel or 
motel does not exceed one month. 


Excluded items are consumable 
goods, transportation, automotive 
fuels, services, rentals, campsites, 
cruise ship cabins and train berths.

PST Refunds 


The eight per cent Ontario Retail 
Sales Tax is only refunded on pur- 
chases with a retail value of at least 
$625 before taxes are applied. As 
with GST, the PST must be at least 
$50 dollars on each receipt. PST is 
not refunded on consumable goods, 
accommodation, transportation, ser- 
vices or rentals. Goods must be 
removed from the province within 30 
days of purchase. 


Visitors from other Canadian prov- 
inces must show proof that they have 
paid their own province's sales tax on 
the goods purchased in Ontario in 
order to obtain a refund.

Note: If you are applying for both the 
GST and the PST refund, you must 
receive the GST refund cheque 
before applying for the PST refund. 





Tax Refund 
Agencies 


The cheapest way to get a refund is by 
getting the forms from the government 
and doing it yourself. However, if this 
is a little daunting, there are a few 
agencies who will handle the paper- 
work for a commission fee. If you are 
eligible for a visitor tax refund, it is 
worth submitting a claim, even if just 
for hotel accommodations 


Tax refund agencies generally offer a 
few methods of submitting the claim, 
such as an instant rebate counter, a 
drop off location at the point of depar- 
ture from Canada, or by dropping it in 
the mail. You fill out a form and include 
all receipts and paperwork, and the 
cheque is sent to your home within 12 
weeks. 


International Tax Refund Services 
Inc. (ITRS) is one agency that will 
submit for you. They charge $7.50 
U.S. or 10% of the refund amount, 
whichever is greater, plus a fee for 
currency exchange services. For more

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Getting to Toronto 


Planes, Trains, and Automobiles

| live in Buffalo, but have spent 
nearly every weekend/holiday/ 
day off in Toronto since 1990 
(not counting weekends away 
at cons). 


My 1991 car has over 200,000 miles 
on it. | worked on the Torcon3 bid 
there. | met, dated, and married my 
husband there. So it seemed natural 
that | would be the one to write an arti- 
cle on driving to Toronto. 


Toronto is less than a day's drive from 
most of the northeastern and many 
Midwest US cities. 


The main difference in going to Tor- 
onto is crossing the border into Can- 
ada. Crossing the border is easy if 
you follow a few simple rules: treat the 
border crossing the same as you 
would an airline security checkpoint: 
it's not scary, but it should be taken 
seriously. Jokes of any kind are inap- 
propriate. Answer their questions sim- 
ply and honestly (I have occasionally 
gone into detail regarding the conven- 





tion | was planning to attend; | 
watched the agent's eyes glaze over 
as he decided that | was eccentric but 
harmless). 


US citizens can be required to show 
photo ID and proof of citizenship, 
although on the rare occasions when | 
have been asked to show ID, my 
driver's license has sufficed. Also, 
since 9/11, at some bridges US cus- 
toms agents stop each car and check 
the occupants. | have always been 
waved right through. 


Plants and meat cannot be brought 
into Canada. Ditto weapons of any 
kind, including pepper spray. Visitors 
of legal drinking age (19) are each 
allowed 24 cans/bottles of beer OR 40 
ounces of hard liquor, OR 1.5 liters of 
wine without paying duty. Visitors can 
import up to one case of cigarettes, 
but there will be a $10 charge for 
bringing in Canadian cigarettes 
(Canadian cigarettes can be pur- 
chased at the duty free shop; this 
charge doesn't apply to non-Canadian 
cigarettes). Be sure to declare any of 





the above, even if you're within those 
limits. They can search your car, and 
you really don't want them to find any- 
thing they've asked you about that you 
denied having. Declare anything you 
plan to leave in Canada, including 
gifts. If you plan to sell anything, con-

If you are out of the country for more 
than 48 hours, you can bring back up 
to $400 US worth of goods without 
paying duty. But again, declare every- 
thing, whether or not you are within 
that limit. 


Once you're admitted into the coun- 
try, the QEW and the 401 are both 
good, well-maintained highways. The 
speed limit is 100 km, or roughly 62.5 
m.p.h. Cars going that speed usually 
drive in the right lane; most cars go 
around 70-75 m.p.h., and cars going 


80 m.p.h. are not unusual. Note that 
speed limit signs are in kilometers. 


Try to arrive in the city between 9:00 
am and 3:30 pm, or after 7:00 pm. 
The highways will be slow during rush 
hour. Driving in rush hour traffic is 
big-city driving, although it's not as 
challenging as New York, Chicago, or 
Boston. One unusual hazard of driv- 
ing in Toronto is frequent film location 
shoots on downtown streets.

N In 1976, Kansas City hosted the 34th World Science Fiction Convention. A generation 
of new fans emerged from that experience and spread throughout the midwest, founding 
clubs and starting conventions, many of which are still in existence.
